lated by the Hoosier Poet. 
Mr. Riley, who was dining at an Italian 
restaurant, bit the end off one of thosc 
crowbars of bread that are served in those 


_ caravansaries, while his listener, a report.» 


forthe New York Au», begged him to eit 
astory. He finally consette d to teil this 
combination of humor and pathos : 

“IT was wandcripg up one of the principal 


streets of Indianapolis one Decoration Day, 


when I met a rugged old farmer from the 
interior Who seemed to have lost his way. 
he wandered. aimlessly along I 
approached him and asked: ‘Do you en- 
joy the exercises of the day? ‘Wall, 
he answered; ‘but I arn’t here for 
I come up togo to the buryin’ ground 
up there on the hill. My boy’s buried up 
there. He was in the army, you know. He 
had to lie about his age weact In, but the 
angels ‘ll forgive that’one lie. Lord, how 
he did fight! I’ve hearnthe other soldier 
tell about it. Wall, he went into the battle 
©’ the Wilderness an’ got wounded awful. 
They telegraphted to me, an’ I went righe 
Cown. He wanted to be took home an’ | 
tetched him. On the way up he grew 
worse, an’ he seid to me if he could 
live to get home an’ sec his ma he 
would be satisfied. He kep’ getting weaker 
an’ weaker, but he held on till 1 got 
him home. His ma tried to nu’se him 
back to life, but he kep’ on runnin’ down. 
Hie called me up to his bed one night "bou: 
sndown, an’ said, sez be: “Pa, I wanter b- 
buried up in town (meanin’ here in Ip 
gianapolis}, an’ I want you to keep my 
grave green.” 

‘Here the old farmer wiped the tears 
from his cheeks with his big brown hanc, 
and then brought it down on my shoulder 
in a determined manner, and exclaimed: 
‘Ah, mister, I'm agoin’ to keep thet gravd 
green if I have ter paint it!’ ”’ 

One of the most affecting stories that Mr. 
Riley tells is that which gave him the in- 
spiration for his pathetic poem: *’Cause 
I've got curvature of the spine.”’ It voices 
the boastful, cheery sentiments of a littl 
deformed child who giories in his deform. 
ity, and whose only’ fear is that his aunty 
will not know him when she gets to Heaven, 
where he is, because there, as she has told 
him, he will be erect and free from de- 
formity like the other angels. 

‘* The idea for that poem,” said Mr. Riley, 
‘‘ was suggested by a rough, rugged man 
that I met on one of mytours. I had been 
lecturing in a little interior town, and had 
to get up at daylight one cold morning to 
ride to the nearest railway station. Tho 
man who drove me over was one of those 
rugged characters that you meet in tho 
rural regions—one of those men who deem 
sentimentality a weakness and tears some- 
thing to be ashamed of. As we rode along 
over the creaking snow ‘he said: ‘I 
hearn you talk last night.’ I remarked: 
‘Indeed! I hope you enjoyed it.’ * Yes,’ 
said he, ‘fust rate. My little girl was 
there. She likes that sort o’ thing. She's 
great on po'try You may hev seen her 
She sat on the front row. She’s a Little 
girl, not very tall You must a-noticed 
her.’ I told him that I did not recall having 
seen her, and he continued: ‘She ain’t 
very big. She don’t weigh morn fifty 
pounds. You see, she’s got curv’ture of 
the spine. Her mother died when she was 
a little thing, and havin’ no one to look 
out fer her as a mother can, she fell 
down stairs one day an’ hurt herself. 
She never got over § it. I hev took 
care o’ her the best [know how, but she’s 
never growed. Sometimes I think she'll 
never be no bigger.’ The tears weiled to 
his eves as he talked. He was ashamed to 
show the evidences of his grief, and turned 
aside his head. Seeing that I was looking 
at him and had discovered his emotion, he 
dashed away the moisture from his eyes 
with one of the heavy leather mittens that 
he wore and said: ‘I dunno what’s the mat- 
ter with my eyes. One o’ my hosses is 
lame, an’ I put some liniment on his leg this 
mornin’. I must ’a’ gotsome of it on this 
yer mitten o’ mine.’”’ f

Equilibrium of the Sexes. 
In Europe there is a greater excess of 
women in the north than in the states of 
middie Europe and the east, in some of 
which the women are in the minority. 
Through Europe as a whole, the number of 
women is very definitely in excess of that 
of the men, and the excess appears to be 
increasing. It was very great after the 
Napoleonic wars; then the numbers grad- 
ually tended toward equality, and nearly 
reached it (1847 to 1850, 1,009 to 1,000) ; then 
they diverged again, and stood in 1570, 1,087 
to'1,000. The phases of increased difference 
are generally obsevable after wars, and, 
latterly, appear to be the result partly of 
the enormons emigration which has taken 
place to other quarters of the earth. In 
America, as a whole, andin Australia and 
Africa, on the other hand, whither this 
emigration with its preponderance of males 
is tending, the men are in excess, and the 
excess is increasing with the constant ar- 
rival of new parties of emigrants. Never- 
theless, a near approach to equality prevails 
over the earth as a whole, and this whether 
we regard the white, black or red races, or 
their mixtures.

Wharton, when seen 
this morning, promptly admitted the 
authenticity of the ramor that his firm 
had made an asssignment, Cornelius 
W. Bliss of New York, of the firm of 
Bliss, Fabayn & Co., he stated, was 
the assignee. lam unable, continued 
Wharton, to place the amount of our 
liabilities, but, however, I feel con- 


vinced that they will not be much in 
excess of the assets. Of course it is 
impossible to determine these things 
until an examination of the books has 
been made. We are now going over 
our books and will probably know 
more definite to-night as to where we 
stand.

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LINDERHUS CASTLE. | 


Favorite Residence of the Late 
Orazy King of Bavaria. 


The Fairy Palace Recently Leased by W. 
K. Vanderbilt—A Faint Description 
of Some of the Art Gems 
Contained in It. 


The Linderhof, which was the favorite 
residence of the late King Louis of Bavaria, 
and which Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt has 
leased, will probably be the Mecca of all 
rich Americans traveling in Europe this 
summer, says the New York World. The 
castle is built in rococo style, is only two 
stories high, and bears a certain resem- 
blance w Trianon. Three granite steps 
lead into the vestibule, which rests on pil- 
lars of Untersberg marble. In the center 
is an equestrian statue of Louis XIV. in 
bronze on amarble socle, with gilt orna- 
ments and inscriptions. On the ceiling is a 
radiant sun and the inscription: “ Nec 
Pluribus Impar.’’ Two more steps lead to 
the immense staircase, in front of which is 
a blue Sevres vase with a beautiful picture, 
“ Esther’’—a present of Napoleon III. To 
the right and left of the stair-case are the 
rooms for the body-servanta, the head cook, 
kitchen, cellars, etc. A little higher up are the 
dressing and the bath reoms of the King, 
the walls of the latter being decorated by 
wonderful pictures, representing the bath- 
ing Venus and her nymphs. The ten rooms 
of the second story are grouped around the 
stair-case. The first room we enter is the 
Western Gobelin Room, the walls of which 
are covered with Gobelins representing 
“Amor’s Offering,’’ “ Dolce far Niente,’’ 
“A Blue Grape” and “A _ Bag. 
Piper,” all copied from Watteau 
by Byron Pechmann. Between the 
pictures are war trophies and emblems of 
agriculture. The door frames are artistical- 
ly carved and gilded; the ceiling picture 
represents ‘“‘ The Evening,’’ by Prof. Haus- 
child. The canopies and chairs are up 
holstered with genuine Gobelins. A pianino, 
which is atthe same time an solodicon, a 
marble fire-place with an immense mirror, 
two Carrara marble rococo vases and a 
painted terra-coWa peacock complete the 
furnishing of this room. 

Next to it is the Yellow Cabinet, all the 
tapestry and upholstery being in yellow 
silk with rieh silver embroideries; the 
sconces are made of porcelain; pastel 
painting of illustrious men and women of 
the times of Louis XIV. and Louis XV. 
decorate the walls. 

From here we pass i_.to the King’s study, 
the walls of which are decorated 
with large mirrors and emblems 
of royalty, religion, science and in- 
dustry. Onthe two marble mantel-pieces 
are statues of Louis XIV. and Louis XV. 
The paintings on the ceiling represent 
“ Versailles,’ “Supper of Louis XV.," 
“Louis XV. receiving the Turkish Em- 
bassy”’ and ‘‘ The Marriage Ceremony of 
the Dauphin in the Chapel of Versailles; ” 
a crystal luster hangs down from the cen- 
ter. Over the writing table, with its in- 
numerable bronze and-gold utensils, is a 
large green velvet canopy, the back wall of 
which shows the royal Bavarian coat-of- 
arms; the curtains of the canopy are lined 
with ermine. All the ‘upholstery of this 
room is green velvet with gold embroideries. 

Through,the Lilac Cabinet (furnishing 
and wall deeorations similar to those of the 
Yellow Cabinet, only here in lilao color with 
gilt carvings) we go into the bedroom, the 
Jargest of all (42x36 feet). The pictures on 
the ceiling are by Spiess and Lesker and 
represent ‘‘ Louis XV.’s Ascension to Heav- 
en” and ‘‘Apolle on the Sun Chariot.’’ 
(During the alterations of this room the 
King slept in the Mirror Room.) 7 

From the bed-room through the Pink 
Room (same as the Yellow and Lilac Rooms, 
only pink with a beatiful ceiling picture, 
“* Amorettes,”’ after Boucher) we pass into 
the dining-room, the walls of which are dec- 
orated with emblems of hunting, fishing, 
agriculture and horticulture. The paintings 
on the ceiling represent “ Flora,’’ “‘ Amor 
and Psyche,” “Bacchus and Venus” and 
“Venus and Amor;”’ two panels show “The 
Dethronization of the Queen Athalia”’ and 
“Esther Before Ahasuerus.” The uphol- 
stery is red plush. 

Next to this is the Blue Room (same as 
the yellow, only the leading color is blue), 
from which we go into the Eastern Gobelin 
Room, which is somewhat similar to the 
western room; but the paintings are differ- 
ent. We find here “The Triumphant March 
of Bacchus,” “The Abduction of Europa by 
Jupiter,” “Pygmalion and Venus" and 
“The Abduction of Kephalos by Aurora.” 
On the mantel-pieces are marble groups, 
“ Apollo,” ‘6 Venus,”’ “Diana” and “The 
Three Graces.” The painting on the ceil- 


_ingis a copy of Boucher’s “Morning” by 


Prof. Hauschild. 

The last room we go to is the Mirror 
Room, so called because all the walls are 
covered with mirrors in richly carved and 
gilt frames. The luster is made of ivory, 
the upholstery of the rosewood furniture is 
hght blue silk with silver embroideries. 
Two panels show “A Stag Hunt’’ and “A 
Reception under Louis XV.” In a little 
niche is the Bavarian coat-of-arms, in 
mosiac; near to the window stands a writing- 
table, on the opposite corner a book-case 
and two porcelain tables with gold orna- 
ments. The mantel-pieces of the two fire- 
places_are of lapis-lazuli, decorated with 
gilt bronze. The painting on the ceiling 
represents a bathing Venus. 

The garden surrounding this fairy castle 
with its innumerable statues, vases, fount- 
ains, Cascades aad water-works is a marvel 
of horticultural art and inventive genius. 
Near the pavilion and above the cascades is 
the world-renowned artificial stalactite 
grotto with a waterfall and a small lake 
which can be illuminated in all colors from 
the bottom of the water. The doors to this 
grotto are hewn in rocks and rest in mova- 
ble hinges, which are hardly noticeable 
from the outside.

Origin and Strength of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers. 

The locomotive engineers were organized 
in’ Detroit, Mich., August 17, 1863, as the 
“‘ Brotherhood of the Foot Board.” At In- 
dianapolis, Ind, August 17, 1864, it was re- 
organized as “The Grand International 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers.”’ Its 
objects are “to combine the interests of 
locomotive engineers, toelevate their char- 
acter as men,and to improve ther efficiency. 
To be admitted to membership the per- 


years of ‘age, able to read and write, of 
good mora! character, temperate habits and 


and actually employed at such occupation 
and having had one year’s experience at 
the time prepared for membership.” Drunk- 
enness is liable to be punished with ex- 
pulsion, and the same penalty is attached 
to a member for neglect of his duty, for m- 
juring the property of his employers, or who 
wilfully endangers the lives of persons, 
while under the influence of liquor, 
or otherwise. Upon death of a mem 
ber im good standing and ieaving 
family needing aid, the members are 
bound to render relief. There are also siek 
benefits attached to the organization. The 
Brotherhood seeks ‘to. prevent, by “ honor- 
able means,’’ the hiring of men for firemen 
who will not make “respectable, competent 
and intelligent engineers,” and “to abolish 
the classification ofengineers in vogue up 
on some roads.’’ There are 289 local lodges, 
with a membership of. 17,000, The insur- 
ance branch has 4,331 members. Members 
are discouraged from joining other labor 
organizations. The organization has had 
few strikes, which have been mostly suc 
cessful. The insurance feature is operated 
on the assessment plan, and upon the loss 
of hand, limb, arm or eyesight, a member 
receives $3,000, or in case of death this sum 
reverts to the family. Since its organiza 
tion it has paid +1,650,000 in insurance, be- 
sides distributing $500,000to needy mem- 
bers. P. M. Arthur, as executive officer, 
receives $5,000 salary per annum—the same 
salary as T. V. Powderly as G. M. W. of the 
Knights of Labor. Four-fifths of the en- 
gineers in the United States are members 
of the Brotherhood.
